Peach growers of Georgia will clean 
up $8,000,000 net, possibly more, on 
this year’s crop. according -to con- 
servative estimates that have bren 
made, with a little more than one- 
third of the crop picked and placed on 
the markets of the country. 

Sixty per cent of the total crop of 
Georgia Belles and Elbertas, consti- 
tuting the only two varieties of any 
volume remaining to be shipped, have 
been sold on the tree at prices ranging 
from $1.50 to $3 a crate or bushel, 

o. b. shipping point. with most 
contracts calling for payment of $1.75 
to $2.20. 

This estimate of crop sales is made 
by. the Georgia Peach Growers’ ex- 
change. One can easily figure the 
profits that are piling up for the 
growers of the state on this year's 
crop.. Last year the growers lost 
money. ) 

W. C. Bewley. general manager of 
the Georgia Peach Growers’ exchange, 
states that 3,583 cars had moved out 
of the state through: June 25 and 
shipments for the remainder of the 
week will make the total movement 
4.000 cars. Indications are that the 
total crop will run between 9,500 
and 10,000 cars. Ninety per cent of 
the Hileys have moved from. this 
state with the end of this week. The 
indications are that the Georgia 
Belles will start to move freely this 
week. This variety wilf not run over 
1,200 cars. 

The Elbertas will begin moving 
about July 4 and the peak of the 

Siberta movement will be reached 
about the week of July 13. 

Prices Hold Up. 

“A great deal of apprehension was 
felt about the marketing of the 
Hileys,” said Mr. Bewley. “It was 
feared that with the shipment of 
smail-sized fruit the market would go 
to smash, but that sitnation never 
developed. Prices have held up on 
good-sized fruit. The only low prices 
have been on small fruit, the seven 
and eight-layer sizes, which should not 
have been shipped.”

In addition to its other claims to 
fame, Roswell was the home of Presi- 
dent Theodore sevelt’s mother, and 
was visited President Roosevelt 
while he was in office. It also gave 
an admiral to the Confederate navy 
and produced the officer who fired the 
last shot from the lanyard of the ill- 
fated Alabama during the war be- 
tween the states. ‘These two officers 
were both uncles of President Roose- 
velt, being Admiral James Dunwoody 
Bullock and Captain Irvine Bullock. 

Bullock Hall, where the Bullock 
family lived for many generations, was 
built under the personal supervision 
of Major James 8S. Bullock. Its sub- 
stantial construction is shown in the 
time it has lasted in perfect condition. 
It was modeled on the plan of the 
Parthenon at Athens, with massive 
pillars in front. The chimney on the 
south bears the date of 1840, together 
with the Masonic square and com- 
pass, 

Much wealth was centered ia Ros- 
well from an early date, the pioneer 
settlers erecting substantial homes 
from the start, and employing the 
best teachers to instruct the children 
in the village school. An atmosphere 
of culture was given this wilderness 
while the track of the Indians was 
still fresh. 

Ruswell King built Barrington Ha!l 
when he first came to Roswell, and 
his family has lived there until the 
death of Mrs. Baker, his daughter, 
a few months ago. 

In Roewell, Dr. Francis R. Gould- 
ing invented and perfected the first 
sewing machine in America and wrote 
the famous tale of adventure, “The 
Young Muarooners.”

“Statistics show further that the 
mills in the southeast can be supplied 
through the capital of Geoargia with- 
out a single mile of back haul to be 
charged against the preducer, which 
is not the case if the cotton is shipped 
to New York, Chicago, New Orleans 
or Houston for delivery. The same is 
nee erg d true with cotton being 

andled for export. 

“The Federal Trade commission has 
made a survey of the movement and 
marketing of cotton for the purpose of 
recommending the most economic sys- 
tem which would give to the grower 
the greatest benefit. After several 

ears of study and work on this sub- 

ect the commission recommended that 
two new points of delivery of cotton 
. on the New York future contract 
should be designated, preferably one 
in the south Atlantic and one in tle 
west, to be operated under the super- 
vision of the United States department 
of agriculture as provided in the 
cotton futures act. 

“The reason assigned by this com- 
mission for the recommendation made 
was that the establishment: of these 
two points of delivery would elimi- 
nate much of the transportation and 
handling charges which are now fig- 
ured in the prices based on delivery 
in New York. This saving ‘would 
reflect back to the producer as weil 
ma the consumers of the manufac- 
tured product. 

“Let us make it legal for Georgia 
to trade legitimately in her own 
products. The greatest economists 2f 
the age are agreed that the handling 
of cotton through legitimate future 
contract is the only basis upon which 
this commodity can be handled 
economically, distributing this prod- 
uct to the world manufactured when 
and as it is required,”

Arrival of a new insect pest to aftack 
the Georgia cotton crop is officially 
recognized in an announcement given 
out by the state board of entomology 
on Saturday, reportirg serious dam- 
age done in several counties by the 
“cotton flea.” 
It is reported that the ravages of 
this new pest are as disastrous as 
those of the boll weevil and one case 
is cited of a cotton field which pro- 
duced 500 bales 1923, which only pro- 
duced 40 bales in 1924. There was 
not a single boll weevil in this patch, 
it was stated, the havoc wrought be- 
ing attributable only to the “cotton 
flea.” 3 
“This little inconspicuo.. 3 flea. hop- 
per,” s.ys the statement given >ut 
by. the entomological board, “was first 
noticed in Georgia last year. Due 
to the fact that the insect is very 
small and active, serious damage may 
be done. before the cotton farmer de- 
tects the cause of the trouble. The 
flea punctures the small squares wi:en 
they first appear, causing them te 
drop. In sucking the juices from 
the plant, the insect transmits a poi- 
son which causes the cotton plant to 
dwarf or put on an abnormal growth, 
making a straight. stalk without limbs 
or fruit.” 
J. C. Maness and Jeff Chaffin, rep- 
resentatives of the board, have bevn 
directing a vigorous campaign to dis- 
cover tne antidote to this newest trou- 
ble of the cotton planter, but stated 
on Saturda,; that they could not pes- 
itively state that the best remedy 
had yet been discovered. ‘They also 
stated that there was no means of 
telling where the cotton flea had first 
come from nor how it had entered 
Georgia. ‘The new pest was discov-

Courier to Norfolk, Va.}, June 27.— 
The’ steamship Merida, sunk in col- 
lision 14 yéars ago with a $4,000,000 
cargo of gold and silver bullion in 
its strong room, was located tonight 
by the salvage expedition organized 
a few months ago by a group of New 


Yerk sportsmen. 
The ship lies at a depth of 215 feet. 


Tt has a slight list to starboard, but 
is in a gocd state of preservation. 
Salvaging of the treasure will be- 
gin next week, and will require about 
15 days. A large hole will be cut 
’ in the side-of the ship, alongside the 
storeroom, and the door of the latter 
will be dynamited. Its contents will: 
then be brought to the surface in great 
wicker baskets holding one tone each. 
The total weight of the treasury is 
about 30 tors. 
Search Began June 8, 


Search for the ship began on June 
8: Two weeks were spent in sweep- 
ing the ocean floor by means of a 
mile long drag or cable. After more 
than 750 miles of sweeping, the cable 
caught on some object so selid that 
the one-inch steel wire was cut in 
two. Repairs were made the next day 
and the sweep resumed in the same 
place. Again the cable caught and 
again it was sawed in two. 

On the third attempt, the cable he'd 
and was kept in position between 
the two salvage ships, while prepara- 
tions began to send down a diver. 
For five days the weather was teo 
rough to permit deep sea diving, but 
tonight the storm cleared away and

deliberately made out a weak case 
against the two young ladies so that 
they might go free. ; 

There was considerable surprise 
among the navy officers that Wilbur

Copper Prices Lower.

Steel mill operations have declined 
further. There has been some good 
buying in a few products, but other 
steel lines are in poor demand.

His family should be every man’s 
first and most important business. 
Yet adequate and systematic financing 
of the home is: a suggestion which 
the head of the family naturally but 
mistakenly tries to avoid. Too fre- 
quently the bread winner fails to take 
account of the fact that his life has 
a money value, whose principal and 
current income represent an invest- 
'ment to his dependents whieh should 
‘be guaranteed against loss throngh 
| premature death or disability. What 
a pity that that idea, so fundamental 
‘to the organization of the home, should 
be so generally avoided in family con- 
siderations. 

From the economic standpoint, the 
family is a business partnership, 
which, like any other business part- 
nership, should be organized and op- 
erated in accordance with business 
principles. Just like any other busi- 
ness enterprise, the family should be 
safeguarded against financial im- 
pairment or bankruptcy through the 
loss of its supporting life value. 
| . The marriage agreement involves 
| the thought of family protection. Yet 
‘from an econgmic standpoint that 
protection should by no means be lim- 
ited to the period of joint survival 
‘of the partners. Many of the great- 
est family obligations relate to the 
time when death has legally dissolved 
the partnership. Legally, an ordinary 
business partnership is dissolved 
through death of one of the partners. 
Speaking in economic terms, however, 
we know that that is not the actual 
result, and that many of the great- 
est financial problems remain for so- 
lution. Life insurance recognizes that 
fact, and so-called partnership life 
insurance is employed to keep intact 
the entire partnership value for the 
surviving partner, despite the with- 
drawal of the deceased partner's in- 
terest. ‘The same situation also ex- 
ists with respect to the family part- 
nership. Death may dissolve the ar- 
rangement legally, but from the eco- 
nomic and social poihts of view, the 
the sur- 
viving partners—the widow and the 
children. Just as all of the partner- 
ship assets may be kept intact for the 
surviving partner, so in the event of 
the income producing partner's death, 
the entire family estate can also be 
kept intact for the survivors if suf- 
ficient life insurance has been pur- 
chased to meet the lost investment and 
income producing worth of the de- 


ceased. 
A Potential Estate. 


The marriage agreement also in- 
volves the thought that the family 
head endows his partner wi. his 
“worldly goods.” But surely, this can- 
not mean much if our view is cen- 
tered merely on material possessions. 
In the overwhelming mass of in- 
stances the only contributed capital, 
when the family is founded, is the 
native ability, good will, and current 
earning capacity of its head. These 
may have a real worth today, but, 
in. the absence.of adequate capitaliza- 
tion ghrough life insurance, may be 
worthless tomorrow because of the in- 
tervention of death. The purpose of 
life insurance is to enable us to place 
& money value upon these important 
but, from the standpoint of continuity, 
uncertain life value factors, and to 
have that money value fully indemni- 
fied for the benefit of dependents in 
the event of the insured’s death. From 
this standpofnt, life insurance is a 
husband's duty and privilege and a 
wife's right. 

To permit the starting of the. family 
partnership, when the only worldly 
goods consist of good will and cur- 
rent earning capacity, is little short 
of a crime, unless provision is made 
far a guaranteed potential estate 
throngh the medium of life insurance. 
It takes time to accumulate a family 
competency, and the underlying pur- 
pose of family life insurance is to in- 
sure the savings period. In every 
maritime venture the bill of lading

Why should 
not take the same view of the family 
voyage, and have the marriage agree- 
ment aceompanied by a life insurance 
certificate, especially when society, 
in the event of economie disas- 
ter to that voyage, is so vitally con- 
cerned with the consequences? Yet 
not even 10 per cent-of the life value 
of family supporters is insured today. 


Profitable Saving. 


The function of life insurance is not 

limited to the guaranteeing of a po- 
tential estate. Instead, its protective 
function is today being judiciously 
combined with saving and investment. 
An examination of numerous family 
hudgets shows that insurance and say- 
ing are almost always set down under 
Separate items. Yet with respect to 
the formative years of the family’s 
pecuniary development, I would. rec- 
ommend to the great mass of family 
heads—the 97 per cent that the two 
items be included under one heading 
of life insurance, j. e., that the savings 
effort be joined with the insurance 
and be not conducted outside of it. 
I do so because life insurance, as a 
means of saving and of sure and rea- 
sonably profitable investment, }.1s no 
superior. With respect to saving, it 
is systematic, convenient and semi- 
}compusory. With respect to the in- 
| Vestment feature—the maintenanee of 
i that which is saved—it. is absolutely 
non-speculative and certain as to prin- 
cipal and interest return. 


Sinking Fund Method. 


Many family obligations of great 
moment mature in the distant future. 
| Here the present should be utilized 
'to accumulate systematically the fund 


a 
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tion at its due date. Any well-ordered 
family budget should recognize the 
respect to such future obligations, 
|just as is done in any well-managed 
| business, the sinking fund method and 
ithe pfinciple of depreciation. What 
ean be more important than the higher 
education of the children, and why 
should such a vital matter be left to 
chance? Life insurance for education- 
al purposes affords a convenient sink- 
ing fund method to meet this specific 
purpose. A separate life insurance 
policy, arranged to mature as an en- 
dowment at the proper time, might 
advantageously be assumed for the 
education of each ch 

Again, parents should realize that 
their working life value is bound ulti- 
mately to depreciate to zero, and that 
following retirement from active work 
they should not prove a financial bur- 
den to their children. Here life insur- 
ance may serve as a si.king fund ar- 
rangement, extending over the entire 
working period of life and gradually, 
out of current income, amortizing the 
natural tion of the human life 
value.

of the family income through death. 


But after this is done, there is no 


need, in many -families, for the crea- 
tion of a perpetual capital fund, to 
be transferred ultimately to others by 
inheritance. Here the real problem is 
to guarantee an adequate income for 
as long as necessary, namely, through- 


out the life of the dependent survivor | 


or survivors. This is exactly what life 
insurance accomplishes through the 
monthly life income policy. In the 
great majority of cases, this plan of 
payment to the beneficiary is yastly 
superior to the lump-sum payment 
method. Its purpose is to liquidate a 
fund already created (the life insur- 
ance proceeds), under conditions of 
regularity and ®ontinued sufficiency 
to. the beneficiary. It converts prin- 
cipal into income and guarantees that 
income to the beneficiary as long as 
it is needed.

Factor in the Eastern Rail- 
road Merger Situation. 


New York, June 27.—In appearing before the interstate commerce 
commission this week asking for permission to build a new railroad 
across the state of Pennsylvania to form a link in a new 800-mile New 


York-Chicago trunk line, 
Pennsylvania or Baltimore & Ohio,

has injected a new and disturbing 


factor in the already highly complicated eastern railroad merger situa- 


tion. 


For weeks and months Wall street’s attention has been riveted on 
the pending hearings before the interstate commerce commission for 
permission to form a new New York-Chicago railroad system to include 
Nickel Plate, Erie, Chesapeake & Ohio, Hocking Valley, Pere Marquette 


and several smaller lines. 
vania, Willard of Baltimore & Ohio, 


In the meantime President Rea of Pennsyl- 


Crowley of New York Central, and 


a number of other eastern railroad presidents have been trying to reach 
an agreement whereby all of the important eastern railroads will be 
merged voluntarily into four great railway systems, Nickel Plate, Pennsyl- 
vania, New York Central, Baltimore & Ohio. 


In the nev transportation act of 
1920 congress ordered the interstate 
commerce commission to form a ten- 
tative plan for the consolidation of all 
the railroads of the country into 20 
systems. That has been done but no 
mergers have taken place under the 
twenty-system plan. The transporta- 
tion act of 1920 also provides for 
voluntary consolidations of railroads 
to be approved by the interstate 
commerce commission where the pub- 
lie interest is to be served. Railroad 
officials and railroad bankers as a 
class are opposed to the tentative 
plans of the commission for country- 
wide railroad mergers into 20 sys- 
tems. Voluntary mergers such as 
the Nickel Plate are approved. Scores 
of voluntary merger plans are being 
worked out all over the country, but 
nothing will be done to carry out 
these voluntary consolidation plans 
until the interstate commerce commis- 
sion hands down its decision in the 
pending Nickel Plate voluntary 


merger. 
Would Not Fit. 

But Loree’s plan for building a 
short-line road across Pennsylvania as 
a link in a new Chicago-New York 
system would not fit into the tenta- 
tive plans of the interstate commerce 
commission for consolidation of all 
railroads into 20 systems and it 
would upset the plans of the eastern 
railroad presidents for merging all 
The 
Loree plan would likely upset too 
long established railroad and railroad 
banking connections. 

BH. H. Harriman, as a large holder 
of Delaware & Hudson, put Loree in 
as president of Delaware & Hudson. 
The Harriman estate which owns the 
plans for the new New York, Pitts- 
burg and Chicago to be built across 
the state of Pennsylvania to compete 
with New York Central and Penn- 
sylvania for local and Chicago, New 
York-New York traffic, is a large 
holder of Union Pacific stock and 
Union Pacific in turn owns a large 
block of New York Central. Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co. act as bankers for Union 
Pacifie, Delaware & Hudson, Balti- 
more & Ohio and Pennsylvania. Kubn, 
Loeb & Co, are with Loree in his 
plans to form a New York-Chicago 
line, using Wabash, another Kuhn- 
It 
that Baltimore & 
Ohio or Pennsylvania will cohtinue 
intimate banking relations with Kuhn 
Loeb if that firm carries out the 
plans to form the new New York-Chi- 
cago competitive system. 


Vart of the testimony submitted in 
the hearing on the application for 
permission to build the New York, 


Pittsburg & Chicago across the state 
of Pennsylvnia leaves some room for 
doubt as to whether the new road will 
ever be built. The plans based on 
the survey eall for a cost of $768,000 
per mile, including $93,000 a mile for 
interest while the road is being built 
and $127.000 a mile for equipment, 
a total outlay of some $200,000.000. 
New “York Central is capitalized at 
$191,000 per mile, Pennsylvania at 
only $170,000. per mile, Baltimore & 
Ohio at $143,000 per mile. It is 
believed. that Loree and his associates 
propose to merge the New York, Pi‘ts- 
burg & Chicago with the Buffalo, Ro- 
chester & Pittsburg, the Wabash and 
other ‘comparatively low capitalized 
roads, but even so, the $768,000 ner 
mile New York, Pittsburg & Chi- 
cago will bring the total capitaliza- 
tion of the proposed new system up 
tou a prohibitive level.

Disaster Faces Texas C otton 
Crop, Says Expert Observer 


Disaster faces the cotton crop in 
Texas, according to a letter received 
in Atlanta Saturday. ‘The writer of 
the letter, who refuses to allow his 
name to appear with it, is consid- 
ered one of the best authorities on 


crop conditions in his native state, 
and the conditions he points out now 
existing in the state of Texas are far 
from optimistic. ET 

The writer of the letter visited ev- 
ery section of the state and made a 
comprehensive report of what he saw 
on this visit. He declared that south 
‘Texas will raise hardly more than 
00,000 bales and that the Beeville 
section will not product over 30 per 
cent of the average crop. If the 
drouth continues, he writes, all Texas 
will be in a bad shape. , 

The letter is printed below in full: 

‘“‘Within the last two weeks I drove from 
ltillsbore to Brownsville and, of course, saw 
the crop all the way. Te be candid with 
you—it looks like a disaster. This is not 
an exaggerated statement. 

‘The crop from Dallas te Hillsboro is 
about the same as it is in Hill county— 
ihe only difference is, there is a little more 
reserve moisture in Dallas -and Ellis coun- 
ties than there is-in Hill county, but the 
difference is so little that the lack of re- 
lief im Hill county from drouth would be 
where south of Dallas. At Hillsboro we 
ulmost as disastrous as to the crops every- 
have had 9} inches of rains since June 3, 
1924. ‘There are many places in central 
and south Texas where the rainfall has 
been even less than 56 inches, 

Crop Late. 

‘The crop from Hillsboro te Austin is 
very late. The best of it is about three 
inches high. It is net growing and in some 
sections it is reported as dying. It was 
het dying when I saw it about ten days 
ago. The rainfall in that territory this 
‘spring, fram Waco to Austin, has only been 
about three inches. In some sections not 
even that much, 

“There is a let of cotton around we 
an 
some that did come up has died. I am told 
the same conditions extend largely on. down 
toward Houston through Bryan. From Aus- 
tin to San Antonio | would say that not 
more than one-third of the cotton is up—if 
that much, ron San Antenio to Kenedy 
the cotton came up earlier but is a 
stund. It is about six ifches tall and what 
few blooms are‘ now appearing are at the 
top of the stalk. Of course there are some 
few half-grown bolls. 

‘The Beeville territory looks better, but 
without rain it will not make over 30 
per cent of an average crop. In the Cor- 
pus Christi territory the stalks are about 
six inches tall and usually one boll 
bloom on a stalk;. an occasional stalk will 
have two bolls or blooms, and from Corpus 
Christi to Robstown not over one-third of 
the cotton is up—or was up when I was 
there. From Robstown south the stands 
are fairly good, but as far as Kingsville 
the cotton is about the same as it 
aronnd Corpus Christi. From Kingsville on 
down to the valley there is not mach farm- 
ing, as you know, but the cotton looks bet- 
‘ter. It migh make oge-fourth of a crop

Preferred Stockholders Lose 
Southern Railway Contest 


Richmond, Va., June 27.—(/)—Cer- 
tain preferred stockholders of the 
Southern railway today lost their suit 
in law and equity court here by which 
they sought to collect $29,000,000 in 
pack dividends which the¥ claimed 
was due them from the railway. Judge 
Beverley IT. Crump announced his de- 
cision against the stockholders at 11 
o’ciock after holding the matter un- 
der advisement since March. 

The Norwich Power company. of 
Connecticut was the principai litigant 
in the preceedings. 

Tne preferred stockholders contend- 
ed they should be paid per cent 
on their holdings since July i, 1895, 
and that they had not received ihe 
dividends despite the fact holdérs. of 
common shares had been paid diyi- 
dends since May 1, 1924. . 

In rendering his decision Judge 
Crump said: 

“It is fairly clear in this case that 
undeclared dividends were made non 
cumulative and the right to particinpa- 
tion either on the part of the preferred 
stockholders or the common stock- 
holders in the earnings ceased alto- 
gether upon the failure to declare div- 
idends.” 

“I say the rights of the stockholders . 
purposely,” said Judge Crump, *“bhe- 
cause 1 am not undertaking to deter- 
mine what the directors are authorized 
te do voluntarily, but only what they 
may be compelled to do by'reason of 
the legal right existing on the part 
of the preferred stockholders.” 

The jurist held that the contracts 
did not give the preferred stockholders 
a fixed dividend chargeatle upon the 
profits of each ard every year, irre- 
spective of a declaration of dividends 
by the board and “hence does rot 
create in favor of the preferred stock- 
holders an obligation upon the com-

They saw across the seas, a 
land of real freedom, a land of real democ- 
racy, a democracy not alone in form; but a 
democracy in substance: a democracy not 
hione of the mass but a democracy of the in- 
diivdual; a democracy wherein every embryo 
titizen, without reference to previous class 
or creed or condition, should bave a fair 
chance in life; a democracy wherein every 

y and every girl, whether in the mountains 
or on the plains, whether on the farm, in the 
shop or in the store, however circumscribed 
in environment, however Hniited in ad- 
vantages, however handicapped in personal 
or political sition, shonld have not only a 
bare legal right, but a fair chance to step 
out into the light of real opportunity to 
grow, to develop, to mature, physically. 
mentally and spiritually into full-blown 
manhood and womanhood. 

And now I come to ask you—you repré- 
fentatives of a sovereign people—have we, 
fin fact, builded here a nation which meas- 
ures up to the standard fixed by our fatbers? 
Have we here a state which even approx- 
imates the realization of the vision of our 
fathers? 


Not Pessimistic. 


Without a moment's delay let me hasten | 


to say that I am not here to sound a pes- 
Simistic note. I have no dark, no dismal, 
no destructive sentiments to express. By 
birth and by training I am an optimist 
progressive in spirit. I see the dawn of 
hope in the future. As our fathers be- 
fore us achieved under supreme difficulties, 
the new south of the recent past has been 
marked by notable accomplishments. When 
we consider the handicaps suffered by the 
south from the very inception of ‘the na- 
tion, the privations of colonial days, the 
“dedication of the south to agriculture with 
its limitations in comparison with the com- 
mercial and industrial sections of the coun- 
try, the stupefying liabilities of slavery 
with its blind allegiance to the economic 
crime of the one-crop syatem, the limita- 
tions incident to sectional strife and hatred, 
based upon differences in construction of 
the Constitution originating in the constitt- 
tional convention and growing in intensity 
until it culminated in the civil war with 
ita sacrifice of the flower and the chivalry 
of the manhood of the south, followed by 
those dark and depressing days of recon- 
struction; many periods of financial panics 
in recurring cycles of seven to den years; 
the highly creditable contributions of our 
people to the several wars of the nation 
culminating in the cataclysm of the world 
war: the appalling depredations of that 
marauding insect enemy of our main finan- 
cial crop with the panic incident to the 
last two elemerts named—the supreme finan- 
cial depression of all history—-I say that 
in the light of these and other such stt- 
pendous handicaps, the south has made 
most marvelous progress! 

And there is just ground for faith in the 
future of our state. Our schools and col- 
leges are crowded today. In 1906 the total 
number of graduates from the accredited 
high schools was 93; in 1924 it was 8,500; 
in 1906 the total enrollment in the Uni- 
versity of Georgia was 408; last year 1,720; 
seven years ago the total attendance at 
Mercer university was 320; last year 1.057. 
The same story comes from Georgia Tech, 
Emory and other colleges. Our highways 
are wonderfully improved, A~modern state 
health department is being developed with 
the most modern, best equipped tubercular 
sanitarium in the sonth. Our people are 
placing emphasis upon things that really 


count in life. 
State in Need. 
While all this is true, justifying pride 
fn the accomplishment of those who have 


gone before us, we must not be blind ty | 


the fact .that the inspiring and uplifting 
agencies of the state are seriously in need: 
that some of them are all but gasping for 
the very breath of life—that every one of 
the state instituticns are suffering from 
‘“erowing pains’’ and that before we ever 
approximate the realization of the vision of 
our fathers we must double and then 
quadruple the facilities end equipment of 
the state institutions to which we look for 
the training of the thousands of youths who 
follow after vs. 

While we are here in the fellowship of 
this hour, what of the masses outside these 
walle? While today a few hundred of our 
more fortunate young people are enjoying 
the good fortune of an opportunity for a 
college education, what shall we say of the 
tens cf thousands of ambitious boys and 
girls up yonder on the mountain slopes and 
down yonder on the sandy plains pleading 
for such a chance? While we glory in the 
fact that annually over cight thousand 
raduates are coming out of the accreiited 
high schools alone, what shall we say to 
one-half even of these who, if they should 
knock at the doors of our colleges, weuld 
find those doors barred to their entrance 
hecause of lack of room for classes, labora- 
torics and dormitories and of proper main- 
tenance funds? But above all, what shall we 
say to the other half of the boys and 
girls of Georgia who have never seen inside 
a high @chool or a college; wRo were equal- 
ly in the minds and hearts of our fcre- 
fathers in their vision of a democracy of 
the individual, those boys and girls on 
the farm, in the remoter districts, whose 
only chance for greatness, for preparation 
for the battles of life, whose only chance 
for greatness, for preparation for the bat- 
tles of life, whose only approach to man- 

and womanhood is through one of those 
one-room, one-teacher schoo.houses with no 
equipment, no appeal to the artistic, or 
the aesthetic, with a ninth-grade teacher 
in a echool averaging three or four months 
in the year? 


If Georgian’s history has been lluminated, 
if Georgia’s manhood has been illustrated 
by her Hill, her Toombs, her Stephens, her 
Grady, it was because somewhere, somehow 
the spark of ambition was kindled in their 
breasts and they were given an opportunity 
to develop and mature their natural talents 
in the schools and colleges of our sate. 
Permit me to ask what arewer shall we 
give to the hundreds of potential Hills, and 
Toombs and Stephens and Gradys scattered 
ever the hills of north Georgia and the 
sandy plains of south Georgia, who today 
ere crying out for such a chance? 

Added ealth. 

Tf her George Crawford, her Floyd Fur- 
lew, her Joe McCrary, her Glenns, her 
Greggs, her Towers and Porters, her Nor- 
erosses and Hightowers have contributed 
materially to her wealth and comfort by 
developing the natural resources of the 
land, it was because the light of aspiration 
was kindled in their souls and they were 
given the chance to train their hands, their 
minds and their hearts in Georgia's great 
technological institution. With >idden nat- 
ura s in Georgia sufficient to en- 
tich every citizen and te provide surplus 

necessary to furnish the amplest 
school and coilege equipment to educate 
every child in the state, what ehall be the 
answer to the thousands of potential Craw- 
fords and Furlows and Mc(Crarys all cver 
this Imperial state who at this very hour 
ate pleading and begging for a chance to 
train their hands and their minds that they 
msy develop those natural resources?

center pf higher learning in the state, the 
ood county of Decatur has set the pace 
be establishing one of those modern, high- 
grade, nine-month, consolidated schools in 
every militia district in the county! The 
little county of Lee bas approximated that 
goal! Glynn and Hart and Bibb and Sum- 
ter and the remote but game counties of 
Camden and Chariton are placing such 
schools within bus-line reach of every boy 
and girl in their counties! What the 
county of Decatur, certainly what the little 
county of Lee has done, any county in 

ia can do and under God must do! 
Cera ad the good fortune to drive over 
practically all of the New England estates 
a year ago. Those down-east Yankees are 
not only intelligent people, but they are 
practical, successful business people. Do 
you know what was the most significant 
observation of mv trip? It was that with- 
out an exception, in every municipality, 
village, town, small city and large city, 
the best located, the best built, the best 
kept, the best-equipped bailding was the 
school building! 

It will not do to say that a fair chance 
is now being accorded our youth; that they 
ean work their way through college if they 
will. You will pardon me if I panse for 
a moment to pay a tribute to those royal 
spirits, those noble souls who have had the 
nerve and the character to wait on table, 
keep books at night, sell magazines and 
books and in a thonsand other ways con- 
tributed to their own education. All honor 
and glory to these! But the number of 
these is but small, in comparison with the 
whole! 

And likewise is the answer to the sug- 
gestion that if you shonld build a college 
at the front door and a high school at the 
back door of some boys they would not take 
advantage of the opportunity; that also is 
true, but again I eassert that the number 
of this elass is comparatively small. 

Better Schools Needed. 

The point is—the question I raised is of 
the one-half of the boys and girls living in 
the remoter sections of the counties with 
limited advantages, that one-half who have 
never seen inside of a high school or a 
college; in whose breasts the spark of am- 
bition has never been kindled, whose only 
vision, if any they have ever seen, was 
that beclouded one inside the one-room 
school room with no eQguipment, no pic- 
tures, no inspiration, who have never waked 
up—never found themselves; whose only 
wrong—whose only crime—was being born, 
without the slightest volition, in an wun- 
progressive section and yet who are penal- 
ized by being deprived of the privileges 
of an education so bountifully supplied 
without cost to the no more deserving but 
more fortunate youths in the towns and 
cities! 

We ‘boast that ours is ‘‘the land of the 
free and the home of the brave.’’ While 
we have builded a nation fairly free from 
despotism and tyranny in government, we 
are still only half free if the people re- 
main im the bondage of-ignorance. We 
eannot truthfully say that we are free so 
long as one-half of the boys and girls are 
allowed to grow up bound and shackled in 
the slavish bonds of ignorance and preju- 
dice the superstition. Nor are the other 
half—the privileged half—your children and 
mine—really free if they are to. have as 
their companions and associates—certainly 
if they are to find their wives and their 
husbands from this underprivileged class so 
discriminated against. 

Our orators, our statesmen, have raved 
and ranted until they were blue in the 
face of the glories of a nation of ‘‘Equal 
rights to all and special privileges to none.”’ 
What right have we to such claim when 
one-half of the children of the state have 
every educational privilege, while the other 
half have practically none? 


Illiteracy Dangerous. 


We raunt aloud of our universal right of 
franchise but this right is a deception and 
a snare in the absence, of universal educa- 
tion. The right to vo would: be a mean- 
ingless nothing if it were not potentially 
most dangerous while the mind of the voter 
is not trained to properly assess the virtue 
of the candidates and the value of the prin- 
ciples involved in the campaign. 

We must educate this underprivileged 
half in order to develop fully the privileged 
half. It takes competition to bring out 
the best lying dormant in men. You train, 
you educate your boy, you send him out to 
excel, te lead other boys. What lengths 
will he reach even if he lead, if those with 
whom he competes have made no progress, 
have gone. nowhere; to what heights will 
he attain if he rises above his fellows if 
those fellows are wnly pygmies? As some 
one else has so well said when it was 
sought to develop a horse who could race 
a mile in two minutes, lovers of horses did 
not try to develop one racer to reach that 
mark. At first they were satisfied at 2:40 
and then they raised a thousand blooded 
animals, placed them in competition with 
each other and spurred them on te lower 
the record tv 2:35; and then they raised 
two thousand more to reach 2:30 and then 
five thousand and the process was continued 
until the whole of.the kingdom of the horse 
was improved and developed and in the 
stress and challenge of enlightened contest 
the goal of two minutes flat was attained. 
We must give every boy, every girl a 
chance lest some future Hill or Toombs or 
Stephens is lost to Georgia. Down from 
humble surroundings in the mountains have 
come our Bleckleys, our Browns and our 
Rells, our Millers, our Reids and our Well- 
berns, our Truitts. 

Out of middle Georgia have sprung our 
Cobbs, our Lamars, our Sidney Laniers, our 
Fremonts, our Joel Chendler Harrises, our 
William Henry Crawfovrls. . 

Up from south Georgia have come our 
Troups, our Berriens, our Brantleys, our 
Turners, our Pendletons, our McIntoshs and 
our Estills. 

What right has any man to place his im- 
pious hand upon the tousled head of any 
boy anywhere in Georgia and say that he 
has not in him the making of a great man 
and refuse to give him a chance for an edn- 
cation simply because he happeded to be born 
outside of a town or city? Someone has 
said that education is the bringing out of 
a child that which God Almighty put into 
the child, Then how can we safely over- 
look the education of any child in north 
eee in middle Georgia or south Geor- 
gia 

Schools Must Improve. 

We must provide high-class schools in the 
country as well as in the towns if we 
Saye the country and the town by turning 
back the current of good citizens from the 
farm te the town—we must forever stop 
this sapping of the very life-blood of the 
country by educating the children from the 
towns to the country instead of educating 
them from the country to the towns. 

We must give to the people of this state 
and of the south universal education if we 
preserve to the world the American demo- 
cratic institutions, the very hope of the 
world, With the northern and western 
states made up of a polyglot citizensbip, 
poisoned with a steadily increasing current 
of foreign ideas and ideals, people of alien 
blood who have never known, and can never 
know, the meaning of American democracy, 
we must look to the south, te an educated 
and a consecrated Angle-Saxon south, to 


lead the other states in making a permanent | 


success of those institutions now on trial 
and preserve them to the nations of the 
world.

Gaining in Popularity in U. S.

saved many thousands of dollars in 
rental money to families of moderate 
means, 

More than $75,000,000 have been 
invested in cooperative apartments in 
New York city alone since the idea 
was inaugurated there, and plans are 
continuously going forward for new 
buildings of this type to satisfy the 
growing demand for homes of this 
kind. : 

The cooperative apartment, like the 
cooperative merchandising institution, 
is based upon the increased purchas- 
ing power of the community, and 
there are two plans by which the co- 
operative dwellings are erected and 
sold. One of the plans (and the one 
that seems to have become most pop- 
ular) is the “100 per cent” plan, 
which means that each apartment is 
oecupied by a leasing owner. The 


other plan is where owners purchase 


more than an equity in the apartment 
they occupy, leasing out other part- 
ments jointly owned by them. 

In the 100 per cent plan an apart- 
ment with 20 units would be pur- 
chased by a stock company or through 
a trustee, who would issue long-term 
leases to those who purchased the 
apartment units, this lease serving 
also as a certificate of ownership. In 
this case each of the owners are rent- 
ers and the apartment is operated on 
the cooperative basis, fuel, supplies 
of various kind, servant hire and 
other expenses being paid jointly by 
all occupants. 

With the part-cooperative plan the 
property is purchased in the same 
manner as in the 100 per cent plan, 
and renters purchase the apartments 
they occupy and an equity in other 
units, which are rented for gain. The 
renters also use the cooperative plan 
of buying and paying expenses in 
this plan, greatly reducing their ex- 
poets through the profit made by the 

uilding. 
Great Saving. 

Many families in New York, ac- 
cording to the New York Times realty 
page, have saved from 20 to 40 per 
eent of their rent by using the co- 
operative apartments, and the idea 


‘has taken a fast hold upon the peo- 


ple of moderate incomes in that city. 

In financing a cooperative apart- 
ment, it was pointed out, the same 
methods would be employed that are 
used in financing other apartments. 
Financiers, however, state that the 
Tisk on the cooperative apartment 
tenant would be considered better 
than pon the regular apartment 
building because of the added element 
of sentimentality that would be at- 
tached to the apartment owned by its 
occupant and the mortgage would 
therefore be safer, 


In planning for the cooperative 
apartment the investor, or promotor, 


selects a site, takes an option upon’ 


it and proceeds to sell stock in the 
apartment to the investor, whose first 
payments are used to finance the 
Birrhase of the ground and the pre- 
minaries, after which the building is 
financed by the usual first mortgage 
plan, Under the 100 per cent plan 
owners of the building move inio 
their apartments when completed, and 
do not have to pay any rent, merely 
share in the operation of the build- 
ing. including its fixed charges, taxes 
and other expenses of operation, etc. 
Under the part-cooperative plan the 
owners, as well as others in the build- 
ing pay a certain rental, receiving a 
reduction in their own rent through 
profits of the structure. 

Cooperative apartments are oper- 
ated just as other multiple unit dwell- 
ings, and are occupied, just as the 
regular apartment buildings. The im- 


mense saving that can be affected 
through the cooperative apartment is 
shown by the plan of purchasing sup- 
plies and paying for various kinds of 
services. For instance, coal can be 
purchased to heat a 49-unit apartment 
at a vastly smaller price than for 48 
private dwellings of the same number 
of rooms. Laundry work can be done 
for the same number of units In an 
apartment building much cheaper 
than for that number of private 
houses. A janitor can care for 48 
apartments alone, but he would never 
be able to look after 48 homes in va- 
rious parts of the city, or even in the 
same block, 
Food Cost Cut. 

The fact that many of the coopera- 
tive apartments have cafes and din- 
ing rooms, and that food is purchased 
for the community larder at whole- 
sale, also reduces the cost of living 
to a very large degree. : 

An ‘inviting description of a New 
York cooperative apartment building 
appeared in a late issue of the New 
York Herald-Tribune: “Now about 
easy housekeeping. In the first place 
at Hudson View Gardens your big 
automatie refrigerator operates 24 
hours of the day—there is no iceman 
to track in and track up your floors. 
You don’t have to empty your ice box 
every time you leave for the week-end 
and become anxious about it while 
away from home. You have an elec- 
trie dish-washing machine to take 
that part of the drudgery off yourself 
or servant. ‘Chis machine washes sil- 
ver and polishes it also, another fea- 
ture that gives you or your servants 
more time for other. things. 

“There is ‘no garage pail in your 
apartments in Hudson View, because 
there is attached to your kitchen a 
chute, like a letter box chute, that 
connects -with the incinerator in the 
basement, and which destroys’ every 
vestige of refuse matter from your 
household. 

“When you wish to listen to what 
is going on in the air there are four 
openings for your radio in your living 
room, to which you may connect up 
and listen to anything you might wish 
to hear from the world’s program!” 


All this comfort and all this lux-; 


ury goes with the 100 per cent-owned 
apartments, which also reduce rent, it 
is declared, and in addition to the 
above, owners of these apartments 
have the benefit of the community 
cafe, community stores and commu- 
nity laundry and pressing shop. And 
most important of all the plan saves 
half the rent the owners would have 
to pay for the same accommodation 
in the regular apartments. 

And the plan of purchasing the co- 
operative apartments is also attrac- 
tive. A nominal first payment gives 
almost immediate possession and the 
balance of the purchase price is paid 
like rent. 

The growing demand for coopera- 
tive apartments has caused much in- 
terest togsbe taken in them by real 
estate men, bankers, financiers and 
promotors, and they are being 
planned for in all parts of the coun- 
try. In several states laws have been 
enacted to cover a number of unusual 
legal points that have arisen since 
this cooperative apartment has made 
its appearance. These points cover 
ownership, warranty deeds and other 
minor things that are.said to arise in 
the operation of the establishments. 


The cooperative apartment idea has 
not taken hold in Atlanta as yet, but 
in view of the’ fact that there a4 num- 
ber of splendid apartments here that 
could be converted into the new type 
of dwellings by their owners, it is 
expected that efforts will be made 
within a short time to inaugurate the 
plan here. 

Requests have come to The Consti- 
tution real estate office for informa- 
tion with reference to the cooperative 
apartments, showing that there is an 
interest in them in this city.

Work in foundries, at one time 
Classed as very heavy and very dirty 
manual toil, bas been made much 
lighter, cleaner and more healthful by 
methods employed in modern plants of 
automobile manufacturers.

Solicitor General John A Boykin 
commends the efforts of the Atlanta 
Woman’s club to have a law enacted 
that will make some prevision in‘ our

did not know the secret of creating 
suspense, playing up false clues, and 
keeping suspicion divided, the cross- 
word puzzle alone would not have 
been enough to win him such an en- 
thusiastic reception. The two to- 
gether make a happy marriage—the 
mystery is enhanced by the puzzles, 
and the puzzles are made interesting 
because their answers have a secret 
meaning. 

The story, of course, must not be 
told. There is a wealthy aunt, Emily 
Dunseath, who owns an _ oriental 
emerald of rare splendor. Half a 
dozen nephews and nieces are her 
guests for Thanksgiving. Her sud- 
den death at the breakfast table, after 
she has tasted an orange and sipped 
a cup of coffee, throws something of 
a damper on the party—and that is 
only the beginning of things. We con- 
fess we had to solve the final cross- 
word puzzle before we could be sure 
of the guilty one. A Hindu moves 
through the whole story like a sinis- 
ter omen; among the other guests is 
a chemist of versatile gifts, and the 
butler quotes Omar Khayyam as 
glibly as the menu. The stronger in- 
gredients are sweetened by three sep- 
arate love stories, and an.irrepressible 
sense of humor comes out to relieve 
the tension. Little Miss Minty is a 
character out of Barrie, and Janet 
appears to be a wholly lovable young 
girl. This author escapes that“eom- 
mon pitfall of detective writers—he 
does not find it necessary to make all 
his characters villains in order to 
cast suspicion. 


The prologue challenges the read- 
er’s sporting instinct and asks him 
to solve the puzzles as he goes along. 
But the answers are printed in the 
back of the book, sealed with a legal 
seal that fairly cries out to be broken, 
and for those who are too impatient 
to stop for puzzling, the story can 
proceed after this one concession to 
curiosity. The unsolved puzzles are 
inserted in the text on special paper 
to permit erasures, with the defini- 
tions opposite, and asterisks mark the 
tell-tale words. Even the puzzle pat- 
terns add to the air of mystery. 


“The Long Green Gaze” is the best 
of sports and pastimes, and it is an 
innovation to be hailed with re- 
Joicing. (B. W. Huebsch, Inc., New 
York.)

Independence Day : 


The greatest American holiday! 
What -else could it be but Independ- 
ence day, or as we more often 


of it—the Fourth of July! For this 
day is the birthday of our nation, 
the United States of America. It 
was on July 4, 1776, that the Ameri- 
ean colonists adopted tre Declaration 
of Independence from the English gov-. 
ernment, and their reasons for the 
separation. 

Before that day, although our coun- 
try was at war with England, it still 
belonged to her. At the beginning 
of the Revolutionary war, this coun- 
try was only a group of English colo- 
nists fighting the English king in 
order to defend certain rights which 
the king, George Ill, wished to take 
away from them. At the beginn-ng 
of the war very few Americans ex- 
pected any such thing as separaticn 
from Great Britain, but as the war 
went on they saw more clearly that 
it would be impossible for them to 
come to any understanding with the 
king of England. As long as they 
were dependent on England they 
would have to submit to any order 
from the English king or be severely 
punished as outlaws. Therefore, they 
decided to become a free and inde- 
pendent nation, and to carry on the 
Revolutionary war with that end in 
view. Their purpose was clearly 
stated in their declaration of inde- 
pendence. 

Speaking <hrough the Declaration of 
Independencé, the thirteen colonies of 
America said that they believed all 
men have the right to “Life, liberty 
and the pursuit of happiness;” that 
to prote@t these rights governments 
were institued; that under the present 
king: and government they. had not 
had liberty, but had suffered great 
injustice and repeated injuries. For 
these reasons they had finally come 
to consider it necessary for them to 
assume a free and independent station 
among nations of the earth. 


It took brave men to draw ap a 
document like this Declaration of Jn- 
dependence, because every one knew 
that the war for independence should 
fail, the men who had signed the docu- 
ment would all be convicted of high 
treason and would all be put to death. 
But no one hesitated to set down his 
name, 

From the time the Declaration of 
Independence was signed, the Ameri- 
cans in the Revolutionary war con- 
sidered themselves no longer rebels 
in arms against their own country, 
but a free people fighting for their 
independence. 

On July 4, 1776, the represen:a- 
tives of the American people gathered 
at the statehouse in Philadelphia to 
take formal action on the principles 
set forth in the declaration. ‘Tne 
bell we now know as the Liberty bell 
hung in the statehouse belfry, and 
the ringing of this bell had been de- 
cided on as a signal that the Declara- 
tion wf Independence had been ac- 
cepted, and the final vote had passed. 
The man who was to ring the bell 
stationed his little grandson at the 
statehouse door to give the signal when 
the mcment came for him to soured the 
bell. Then he climbed the belfry in 
order to de ready to prelaim the 
news of liberty the instant that the 
vete was passed. Outside the state- 
house crowds of people waited anx- 
iously while congress voted on the 
question whether we should become 
an independent nation. Hour after 
hour the bellman watched for the «ig- 
nal. till he begai. to worry and to 
wonder if. perhaps, the vote for free- 


freedom won, and independence was 
declared at last. The door opened, 
a sign was made to the boy sentinel, 
the boy ran out shouting to the boell- 
tower : “Ring, ring, grandpa. Ch, 
ring for liberty!” -And' the great 
(Liberty bell rang out the tidings that. 
the United States of America had been 
born. 

That was a wonderful day for all of 
us—the birthday of this great land of 
freedom. And our best birthday wish 
for this best county upon earth, is 
that it may continue to stand, as 
long as the world endures, for cll 
that is high and noble. To this end 
we very earnestly wish that the Unit- 
ed States of America may have in 
truth. “Many, many, happy returns 
of the day.” ,

From the answers to the ques- 
tiorinaire it will be seen that 273 
banks report that weevils at the 
time had already appeared in their 
communities, while only 78 replied 
in the negative, the latter undoubt- 
edly being located in north Georgia 
sections. It is: not necessarily 
alarming that 50 banks have re- 
‘ported more weevils than usual if 
the farmers are properly using con- 
trol methods. It is no more diffi- 
cult, except in the additional labor, 
to control a heavy early infestation 
than a light—perhaps less danger- 
ous because the light infestation 
may invite negligence whereas the 
menace of a heavy infestation 
should impel a spirited fight. 


It is difficult to understand that 
12 banks frankly admit they are not 
urging the use of calcium arsenate. 
If they are in infested areas, and 
no areas are absolutely immune, 
then they are thus encouraging, un- 
wittingly, financial distress for their 
farmers rather than emancipation 
from the ills that have in the last 
few years overtaken agricultural 
communities. 


It is equally as difficult to under- 
stand the replies of 117 banks that 
Sufficient calcium arsenate is not on 
storage in their respective counties 
to supply the farmers. This prod- 
uct is more easily obtainable this 
year than ever before, and at more 
reasonable prices. In addition to 
the supply arranged by the state 
board of entomology there are sey- 
eral recognized sources of supply, 


from 8 to 84 cents a pound. 
Of paramount importance in the 


their respective communities is 
“good,” with 101 replying the con- 
dition is “fair,” and only eight that 
it is “‘poor.” 


This accentuates the importance 
of bending every effort to save the 
crop at all hazards. With a poten- 
tial crop of perhaps greater market 
value than any in Georgia in recent 
years, with 6,000,000 acres in corn, 
and with many other money crops 
under way, and progressing finely, 
Géorgia should “turn the corner’ 
this year. 


The one impelling obligation 
upon the business man as well as 
upon the farmer is to see that every 
precaution is used to carry the 
crops through to successful har- 
vests. It will take work, applica- 
tion, cooperation—and the elimina- 
tion of prejudices regarding the use 
of calcium arsenate, and especially 
an arousing of the interest of those 
who have been misled iato the idea 
that the weevils will not 
Serious menace. 


THE PROBLEM IN CHINA, 


The situation in China, viewed in 
the spirit of fair analysis and cool 
judgment, rather than in the spirit 
of hotheaded jingoism, challenges 
the most cautious action not only 
on the part of the American goy- 


. It is easy to see—and not so dif- 
ficult to understand it— that the 
anti-foreign feeling is growing. The 
bolshevist influence, translated by 
the young Chinese who have been 
educated in the west, principally in 
Europe, is not friendly to Ameri- 
cans, but the remarkable solidarity 
of the anti-foreign sentiment in 
China is not on account of any defi- 
nite grievance against America. 
This country, more than any other 
of the great powers, has a record 
of square dealing with the Chinese, 
and the work of mendike John Hay, 
when. secretary of state under Mc- 
Kinley, has not been forgotten, nor 
can it be forgotten in China. In- 
deed, a recollection of that work 
has no doubt done much to rélieve 
Americans in China of unpleasant 
incidents in. the more serious com- 
plications of the past few days. 

It will. be recalled that as recently 
as the disarmament conference in 
1921 Secretary Hughes vigorously 
backed the nine-power treaty which 
would have given 2 non-aggression 
pledge, and allowed the Chinese 
government to secure a large share 
of customs revenue. « This effort 
was unsuccéssful, but it failed over,

Japan and all other powers. 

, No attempt to placate China can 
succeed ~so long as other nations 
are covetous of territorial or other 
gains from aggression, and so long 
as policies antagonistic to a stabil- 
ized government in that country 
are fostered and exploited for the 
selfish purposé of making money 
for their nationals. 

Secretary Kellogg did not fail to 
speak plainly with regard to con- 
ditions in Mexico, and he spoke 
correctly. Why not an equally 
definite and an equally firm position 
with regard to maintaining Ameri- 
ca’s traditional policy in China? 

This is another instance where 
cooperation for peace and not war 
is needed. Thé riots that began in 
China through bolshevist influ- 
ences have passed that stage. It is 
now a nationalist movément, and it 
is more controllable with sincere, 
equitable diplomacy than with 
threats.

This in itself was 
so sensational in its novelty that it 
raises the question whether it igs a 
sound public policy to admit the right 
of a lawmaking body to pass upon 
technical questions of scholarship, and 
to dictate to teachers what is correct 
and what is erroneots in the realm of 
learning. Even deeper than the ques- 
tion of the competency of the average 
legislator to become the judge in this 
realm, is the question as to whether the 
government shall be allowed to decide 
what its children shall. know and 
think, If the government has a right 
to forbid the teaching of .a certain 
theory of physical science, has it not 
the right to forbid the teaching of. cer- 
tain theories of. political economy or 
sociology, or to dictate what shall be 
taught as true in history? ‘This, in 
essence, was the Prussian method. 
That government, by rigorously stand- 
ardizing its state schools, in three gen- 
erations was enabled to weld the em- 
pire into a militaristie menace to the 
civilization of the world. Thus far, I 
conceive the issue involved to be one, 
not of constitutional right, but one of 
good public policy. :

In declaring a 
ceftain scientific theory to be a con- 
tradiction of the teaching of the Bible, 
it is necessary to first declare what 
the Bible teaches. If we admit the 
right of a legislature to declare what 
the Bible teaches in regard to crea- 
tion, why shall they not have the 
right to declare what the Bible 
teaches in regard to baptism, the 
atonement, the second coming, and 
predestination ? 

Mr. Bryan, to whom all questions 
are quite simple, declares that it is 
merely a question “of the right of 
control by ‘employers of their em- 
ployees.” Even stated in these sim- 
ov commercial terms, there are mil- 
ions who work for wages who would 
ask Mr, Bryan if the employer, wheth- 
er he be the state or a corporation, 
can purchase with a wage the right 
to control both the minds and the 
souls of men.

“Thus far and no farther shalt thou 
go.”

Mr. Powell got his law and is to 
explain it to the Georgia legislators. 
It reads: « 

“It shall hereafter be unlawful for 
any white person in this state to 
marry any save a white person, or a 
person with no other admixture of 
blood and American Indian. For the 
purpose of this act, the term ‘white 
person’ shall-apply only to the person 
who has no trace whatsoever of any 
blood other than Caucasian; but per- 
sons who have one-sixteenth or less of 
the blood of the American Indian and 
have no other non-Caucasian blood 
shall be deemed to be white persons. 
All laws heretofore passed and now in 
effect regarding the inter-marriage of 
white and colored | ns shall apply 
to marriages prohibited by this act. 

What About Enforcement? ~ 

That is a pretty plain law and fair- 
ly aims at the evil intended to be pro- 
hibited; but does it? 

In a recent book on “The Menace of 
Color’ this Virginia law is discussed 
and concerning it this statement is 
recorded: 

“The registrar of vital statistics in 
that state has recently announced 
that he notifies the state law offices 
of all such cases as come to his no- 
tice. He remarked that none of them 
had been taken into court, a fact 
which suggests that the legal author- 
ities regard this law as impracticable. 
Its enforcement would involve 
trouble to innocent people. If it were 
discovered that the husband of a white 
woman had a slight trace of negro 
blood, although she might have mar- 
ried in ignorance of the fact, her mar- 
riage would be void and her children 
.would be bastards.” 

It will be in order for Mr. Powell 
to explain the benefit of having a law 
that the officials are afraid tq enforce.

Washington.—The recent publica- 
tien of the text of the French reply 
to the German note of last February 
suggesting a guarantee pact, together 
with the British publication of the 
Briand-Chamberlain correspondence, 
serves to put the world in n 
of the main facts on which, #:. safe 
to guess, will be basee a very long 
and intricate negotiation. For it is 
essential te perceive at once that 
while Britain and France are fairly 
in ayreement. the difference between 
France and Germany is very wide. 


At bottom this difference is based 
upon one circumstance. Germany de- 
sires a guarantee arrangement which 
will close the Rhineland fo all mili- 
tary operations whether originating 


in the east or in the west; that is, on 
French or German soil. Therefore. 
Germany has proposed the absolute 
neutralization of the Rhineland, the 
creation of a no-man’s land, in the 
militagy, sense to cross which would 
be for either country a violation of 
the pledged word and would automati- 
cally bring the British guarantor into 
the ensuing war against the aggressor. 


France, on the other hand, ap- 
proaches the problem with other 
views. The French desire a barrier 


against all German attack whatsoever. 
but under the treaty of Versailles 
France is. permitted to take certain 
sanctions if Germany violates the 
treaty.. In addition—and this point 
is on the whole more important— 
'rance is the ally of both Poland and 
Czecho-Slovakia, pledged to aid them 
if they are attacked by Germany, but 
France could not aid them effectively 
if she were bound by the guaranty 
pact not to enter the Rhineland, 

Therefore, France, in her note, 
holds out for the freedom of action 
assured her under the treaty of Ver- 
sailles, she asks for a pact which 
shallenot abrogate the right and the 
duty of member nations in accordance 
with the covenant of the league of 
nations to support other member na- 
tions if they are victims of unpro- 
voked attack. What France wants, 
then, is to find some method by which 
she shall have her hands free to sup- 
port Poland and Czecho-Slovakia, pro- 
vided these countries are wantonly at- 
tacked by Germany. 

Germany Refuses Pacts. 

But Germany, while proffering ar- 
bitration treaties with Poland and 
Czecho-Slovakia, refuses te make 


guarantee pacts with them, which 
naturally arouses their apprehension, 
amd at the same time proposes to 
France precisely the form of guar- 
antee pact which would leave France 
without recourse, if in the future Ger- 
many should treat Poland or Czecho- 
Slovakia as she treated Belgium in 
1914. Moreover, one has to recognize 
that the fact of German aggression

means to stay the Rhine and to 
use the leve of the treaty uf Ver- 
sailles for ted occupations, as 
there is in the French. mind that Ger- 
many wilt ultimately assail France 


One may dismiss either the Ger- 
man or the French state of mind as 
unreasonable or denounce it as evil, 
precisely as one chooses or as one’s 
sympataies happen to lie. But no 
one can spend a week in Berlin with- 


out discovering that the German state 
of mind exists, generally, and, what is 
perhaps most important exists among 
those who are on the whole the ablest 
and the most influential champions of 

ce and settlement with all the al- 
ies. As the moderate men of France 
are still under the shadow of the fear 
of Germany, so are reasonable Ger- 
mans under similar apprehensions 
with respect to France. 


It goes without saying, then, that 
no German government would or 
could assent to a treaty or guarantee 
which did no more than _ protect 
Frange against a German attack 


across the Rhine. A treaty which 
Germany would accept must in the 
very nature of things carry with it 
protection for Germany against pre- 
cisely the things Germany fears, 
namely, repeated invocations of the 
sanctions clauses of the treaty of Ver- 
sailles to justify new French occu- 
pations. For if France remembers the 
invasions of 1792, 1814, 1815. 1870 
and 1914, Germany recalls not alone 
the incursions of Louis XIV and Na- 
poleon, but also even more vividly the 
still recent invasion of the Rubr. 

The most reasonable Germans with 
whom I talked while in Berlin re- 
cently, while welcoming the idea of 
a pact, frankly indicated that for 
them the appeal lay in the fact that 
it would give them immunity from 
further French occupations. ‘They 
believed, many of them, that France 
was certain at intervals to seize up- 
on any. pretext available, to justify 
a new occupation. What they ad- 
vocated was not a door which was 
swung close from one direction, but 
could open freely. from the other. It 
France desired security—and they 
recognized this desire—they wished for 
immunity. 

But just as clearly France cannot 
and will not agree to a treaty which 
deprives her of the right to go to 
the aid of her eastern allies, if only 
such agreement would mean a repu- 


diation of solemn obligations, a repu- 
diation which no nation could consent 
to without grave loss of prestige and 
even of honor. If Germany attacks 
Poland or Czecho-Slovakia, France is 
bound to aid the victims of the at- 
tack and she- igs certain to reserve 
the right to do this by the single

Is Germany willing te join the 


‘league and agree that, despite the 


guaranttee pact which she proposes 
to sign with France and Britain, if 
she makés an unprovoked attack up- 
on Poland or Czecho-Slovakia, an at- 
tack which is pronotnced to be wan- 
ton by the league itself, then the pact 
is without vitality? The question is 
all here, although it is. obvious that 
France might also be compelled to 
accept the same situation. In other 
words for both nations the guarantee 
pact would hold good only while nei- 
ther was pronounced by the league 
of nations to be guilty of unpro- 
voked aggression, : 
Certainly Germany will not now or 
ever sign any pact or treaty except 
as an equal. She will not consent to 


be put under duress which is spared 
to any other country. She will. not 
consent to any stipulation which gives 
even the colorable suggestion that she 
is more likely to affront the peace of 
the world than any other nation. She 
will not consent to the allocation to 
France of any right to disregard tie 
neutrality of the Khineland which is 
not bestowed upon her also. 

With the idea that German 
posal for a guarantee pact is no more 
than a new device, a new sche to 
forward ultimate German plans of 
vengeance, I do not agree, judging 
from my own experience.. On thé 
contrary, my notion is that what is 
in the back of the German mind is a 
very real desire to be done with all 
the. mess of recent years and months, 
to get the whole matter of occupation 
and sanctions and allied supervision 
over with. The German wants peace, 
but his idea of peace is a condition 
in which he will not be exposed to 
Ruhr oecupations, prolongations of 
Cologne oecupations, interminable al- 
lied military inspections, 


Naturally the German 
these things in a” vastly different 
light from the allied publies.« He 
sees in them the revelation of allied 


and mainly French purpose to prevent 
Germany from recovering at any time. 
to keep Germany in a state of tutelage 
and helplessness indefinitely, balance- 
ing each step toward recovery within 
Germany by some new crippling de- 
mand upon her. The whole origin of 
the German proposal for a pact is to 
be found, I believe, in the German 
conception that a pledge to France, 
underwritien by Britain, would serve 
toa satisfy French fears and thus end 
French interference. 


It follows, then, that the value of 
the pact sinks to nothing, for Ger- 
many, if it does not provide just 
this immunity which the German 


seeks. ‘Take the pledge for your own 
territory, set up a barrier in the 
Rhineland, but a barrier blocking you 
as well as me,” that is the reality of 
the German proposal to France. And 
to appreciate it one must recognize 
that the fear of French aggression in 
Germany, of French aggression in the 
immediate future, is as genuine as

tries, if Germany does attack them. 
After three months of discussion, the 
British and French statesmen have 
been unable to reconcile their differ- 
ences in a ¢ommon policy, therefore 
they have finally agreed on the pre- 
sent compromise which Franee has 
sent to Germany, 


But Germany is just as certain to 
take alarm at the French proposals, 
as France at the German. Therefore 
the next. ‘and the really diffieult 


step comes with the attempt to rec- 
oncile Krencli views. Moreover, it 
is certain at the outest that neither 
eountey will give way on the essen- 
tial issue of security, or accept any 
plan unless equal protection is of- 
forded by it to both nations, and it 
is equally clear that the French pro- 
posal does not give Germany her 
measure of protection in its preseot 
form. > 

One must recognize, however, .that 
the proposal marks a ve./ 
distinct advance, far as Britain 


and Franee are concerned. We have 
at least a very definite statement of 
British willingness to undertake the 
responsibility of defending French and 
Belgian frontier. against Germany. 
It is true that the actual form of the 
undertaking is carefully silent in ‘the

shades are a little too daring for you, 
take a simple tea strainer and blend

This. difficulty was intensi- 
fied by the inheritance of the 
Puritan method of thought. The 
Puritan was prosaic—he looked with 
suspicion on the great poets. He ccn- 
sidered all novels, tales and dramas as 
essentially dangerous and of course he 
could not believe that the Bible con- 
tained such elements of peril to the 
soul. The Puritan disapproved of fic- 
tion, for he confounded fact, and 
truth, and thought nothing could be 
true which was not fact. But we no 
longer entertain the Puritan opinion as 
to secular literature; we have poetry, 
fiction and the drama, and therefore 
have not his reason for supposing tha? 
they are excluded from the Bible. 


The difficulty arose from the mis- 
conception of the way in which lan- 
guage is used. There has been the at- 
tempt to interpret Scriptural language 
in a hard and fast logical sense. 


A mathematician is reported to have 
said that he did not see that “Paradise 
Lost” proved anything. There has been 
the tendency to harden every state- 
ment into a dogma. In a very impor- 
tant sense the Bible must be interpret- 
ed as other literature. 

The metaphorical nature of all lan- 
guage concerning spiritual truth has 
been lost sight of. 

Did God really make Eve out of a 
rib taken from Adam’s side? Did the 
serpent really talk to our first parents 
as reported to us in the narrative? Is 
the account of the confusion of tongues 


at the Tower of Babel accurate or the 
account of the flood? Did the great 
fish swallow Jonah? 

Our Lord taught us in Parables and 
with that example before us, we can 
believe that in other Biblical narra- 
tives God teaches us by, Parables. 

Some of the narratives consist of 
parables and allegories, true because 
true to the need of the human, true as 
“Pilgrims Progress” is true. 

We might ask the literalist to inter- 
pret, “He rode upon a cherub and did 
fly,” and, “He shall cover thee with 
his feathers, and under His wings shall 
thou trust.” 


The editor of the Continent writes: 


“But happily in regard to secular 
literature even the strictest of Puritafhs 
in our day appreciate the possibility 
that fiction, produced by an artist capa- 
ble of broadly depicting living human 
types in fhe actors of his plot, may 
draw a picture really more true to life 
than any isolated “fact story” of a few 
real individuals, Fiction can mass its 
characters—under the author’s general- 
ship for a far more telling effect. 
And as for the realism of the result 
there are the soundest reasons for say- 
ing that a student will learn more of the 
actual life of England in the time of 
Richard, the Lion-Hearted, from the 
imaginative story of “Ivanhoe” than 
from any extant history of that period. 

OREOVER, it is by no means 
unusual for fictional stories to 
.>ring about irresistible moral arouse- 
ment among a people who have woe- 
fully long dallied with public evils.

powerfully to ameliorate the horrors 
of English workhouses; his ‘Nicholas 
Nickleby” to improve the treatment of 
English school boys? And would any- 
body. deny that Harriet Beecher Stowe’s 
“Unele Tom’s Cabin” was a-mighty 
“agency toward the emancipation of 
American Slaves? Is it possible then 
for the Christian who must believe that 
the good works of the world are never 
wrought in the absence of God, to re- 
ject the art of fiction as an unworthy 
instrument for God to employ in the 
hands of an author who has “let his 
soul for truth’s sake go abroad? ”’ And 
from that standpoint what hindrance 
can forbid him to step over to. the 
scarcely more venturesome “thought 
that God might inspire works of fic- 
tion for his great standard volume of 
world religion? 

The suggestion that some books are 
hot strictly historical has awakened 
embittered commotion at various 
times in the church of Christ because 
the considerations just proposed have 
not been common to the thought of 
contemporary Christians. The dry and 
flat formula, ‘‘The Bible is truth; any- 
thing else than literal history is a 
lie, therefore there can be nothing but 
literal history in the Bible,’’ has been 
too hastily clamped down on the dis- 
cussion. There is more than that to 
say. The alternative to strict history 
is not a “pack of lies’’ but honeSt his- 
torical fiction—a form of the highest 
literary honor today and a type of 
writing esteemed in nearly all ages for 


lofty genius required to lift it to suc- 
cess.” - 
Again it is urged that there is dan- 
ger in endeavoring to discriminate. _ 
How may we know what is true? 
If a literary study of the Bible dis- 
credits some things which we had for- 
merly regarded as actually true, then 
are we not in danger of losing the 
whole precious heritage? But this 
harks back to the old idea that all 
parts of the Bible are 4 pre true as 
to the facts narrated, and if not equal- 
ly true, then equally false. 1 refuse 
to accept the alternative. The Bible 
does not call upon us to suppress in- 
dividual judgment, . We are not re- 
lieved of the intellectual and moral re- 
sponsibility of making discrimination, 
There are two considerations which 
reassure us against unreasonable fear 
at this point. 
Fisst, there has been the failure of 
dire logical consequences which have 
been prophesied, 
The mere closet philosopher, deal- 
ing in abstractions, can very easily 
draw a lurid picture of terrible conse- 
quences which never happen. The 
abstract notion of the Copernican 
theory of the earth showed conclu- 
sively that the people when turned up- 
side down would fall off and all the 
water spill out, and that the earth it- 
self without a visible foundation to 
rest upon would fall through space. 
But a%w we feel much more secure 
without a visible support for the earth, 
Against all the frightful forecasts 
the rejection on an impossible Bibli- 
cal inerrancy has not resulted in the

Dr. Todd reminds us that 
known of this “inversion stratum” 
during the last twenty years.

gions, would be a commonplace in the 
United States. The pine and the fir 


might be replaced by “greenheart” and 
“cinchona.” As for the present tropical 
regions, they would grow uninhabitable.

The steady increase in heat would 
shift the belts of animal. life toward 
the Poles.
